Kno wing the Difficult Trial He is Fac­ 
ing, New Yo rk’s Chief Ex ecutiv e Is 
Directing His Fo rces o f Bo dy to 
Ov erco me Co mplicatio ns Which May 
Fo llo w Ugly Wo und Caused by Dis­ 
charged Do ck Hand. 


New York, Aug . 10.—Mr. Gay nor is 
doing as well as could be ex pected. He 
is perfectly conscious and has no tem­ 
perature or ev idence of infection. He 
slept naturally most of last nig ht and 
has a fine pulse. 


New York, Aug ust 10.—May or Wm. 
J. Gay nor lies in St. Mary ’s hospital, 
Hoboken, where the bullet of James J. 
Gallag her sent him y esterday , with his 
chances for life about ev enly balanced. 
No g ood and definite word ex cept that 
of hope can come from the doctors who 
are at his bedside until the passag e of 
hours bring s before their ey es ev i­ 
dence of the strug g le between their pa­ 
tient’s v itality and the inroads of septi- 
cima. 
The may or is not suffering 
g reatly at present. 
He has not lost 
consciousness since Gallag her’s rev olv ­ 
er was discharg ed into the back of his 
neck on the promenade deck of the 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. 
He is 
keenly aliv e to the nature of the trial 
that he faces. 
Insisting that the doc­ 
tors should tell him just how the score 
between himself and death stood, May ­ 
or Gay nor heard their report and seem­ 
ed satisfied. 
He knows that he must 
match his streng th ag ainst that of 
death and that the issue g rows tenser 
with the passing of the hours. 
The wound he receiv ed 
from the 
rev olv er of the frenzied political hang ­ 
er-on is serious. 
The bullet entered 
May or Gay nor’s neck from behind, a 
little to the rig ht of the v ertabrae and 
below the line of 
the 
ear, 
rang ing 
downward and forward and lodg ed in a 
position near the base of the tong ue. 
As for Gallag her, the faded little man 
with the shoulders of a bull and all the 
Insolence of past y ears of ex perience 
on the fring e of political swamps in 
his ey es, he humps himself and sneers 
when told that the may or of New York 
is not dead as the result of his deed. 
He puffs on his pipe in his cell at the 
Hudson county jail in Jersey City , 
where he is immured without bail to 
awrait the action of the g rand jury , and 
say s: “Well, I’m sorry I did not kill 
him rig ht off. I hope he croaks. I had 
to g et him and if I did not really g et 
him, that’s not my fault." 


With Terrible Suddenness. 
The shooting of the may or came with 
terrible suddenness. He was standing 
on the deck of the ship which was to 
take him to Europe and a month’s rest 
and v acation. 
About him were many 
members of his official family , there tc 
bid him Godspeed. 
President Pedro 
Montt of Chile, who was to be his fel­ 
low passeng er, had not half a minute 
before g rippea the may or’s hand in a 
friendly salutation and the disting uish­ 
ed

American 
ex ecutiv e 
was 
where the smoke cloud from Galla­ 
g her’s g un swept across his face. 
May or Gay nor was just in the middle 
of a little passag e at repartee with 
Dr. Ernst G. Lederle, his head of the 
department of health. 
He had ex tend­ 
ed his hand to poke the commissioner 
play fully in the ribs. 
Then came the 
shot—a hand-to-hand strug g le between 
some of the may or’s subordinates and 
the assassin there on the deck of the 
ship, more shots sounding abov e the 
noise of half-choked oaths and the 
trample of feet, shrieks from the pas­ 
seng ers that crowded the rails at the 
business of wav ing farewells, the bel­ 
lowing of orders in raucous German by 
deck officers of the liner. 
All of that within the compass of a 
half minute. Then there was the may ­ 
or of New- York still standing on his 
feet, but g riev ously wounded, the v ic­ 
tim of a man who tried to do murder. 
And there on the deck at his feet this 
Gallag her, writhing in the g rip of steel 
muscles that clasped his wrists and 
snapping his jaws at the feet and 
hands of the men who sat on him. 
Sho t in Midst o f J o ke. 
The may or had taken up a small de­ 
tail of official business with Dr. Le­ 
derle, at first in a serious tone and 
then finishing in banter. 
He reached 
a play ful hand out and poked Dr. Le­ 
derle g ing erly in the ribs. 
Just at that instant a hand reached 
up from behind May or Gay nor’s back 
and the muzzle of a short bulldog re­ 
v olv er was placed ag ainst his neck. 
There was a report. 
“You’v e stolen iny bread and butter, 
damn y ou!” 
These were the words that were 
bawled ov er the may or’s § houlder at 
the instant of the shot. 
For just a 
hair’s breadth < f lime there was si­ 
lence. 
One ol the photog raphers who 
had lev elled h!s camera before the 
shot to catch th * may or’s farewell 
smile, clicked his 
hutter by the in 
v oluntary reaction 
that tug g ed his 
fing er. Then a cry from Robert Adam 
son, the may or’s priv ate secretary : 
“O God, he’s shot the may or!" 
* Each o f the men standing about the 
may o r wheeled and saw 
Gallagher 
standing there with his arm just lifting 
with the mo v ement o f co cking his re- 


ago . 
He was recently discharged fo * 
repeated negligence 
to 
sign and 
“ punch" a time clo ck ev ery ho ur o n 
the ho ur. He had called sev eral times 
at the may o r’s o ffice seeking a wo rd 
that wo uld secure his reinstatement, 
and had also written to the may o r in 
regard to his case. In Gallagher’s pos­ 
session was found a letter which pro b­ 
ably was the direct incentiv e fo r the 
shooting . 
It is dated Aug . 4, at the 
may or’s office and is addressed to Gal 
lag her. It reads: 
“D^ar Sir—The may or has instruct­ 
ed me to acknowledg e the receipt of 
y our letter of the 1st inst., and to state 
that he can do nothing for y ou in the 
m atter in w’hich y ou write.” 
The letter is sig ned by Secretary 
Robert Adamson. 
Gallag her is a widower, fifty -eig ht 
y ears of ag e. He wras born in Belfast. 
Ireland, and came to this country when 
a boy .

IO.—Starting at Do ver 
end Albany streets, a fire swept u p 
Albany street o n bo th sides as far as 
Rando lph street playgro u nd a few min­ 
u tes after 6 o ’clo ck last night, and be­ 
fo re midnight mo re than two acres o f 
pro perty were laid waste and a damage 
o f mo re than a millio n do llars do ne. 
Twelve bu ildings were destro yed and 
twice that nu mber damaged by the 
fire. 
Six alarms bro u ght o u t all the 
apparatu s in the city, and in respo nse 
to calls fo r aid. engines and help came 
fro m thirteen cities and to wTns su r­ 
ro u nding Bo sto n. 
When the fire started a west wind 
was blo wing that sent blazing embers 
a qu arter o f a mile away fro m the 
Blacker & Shepard co mpany’s wharf, 
where it began. 
The fire cro ssed Do ­ 
ver and Albany streets o n bo th co rners 
within five minu tes. 
The firemen arrived to find a fierce 
blaze eating its way thro u gh the im­ 
mense piles o f lu mber alo ng the wharf. 
The entire 
100,000 squ are feet o f 
gro u nd was a blazing mass. 
The Blacker & Shepard co mpany o c­ 
cu pied the majo r po rtio n o f the bu rned 
areas, tho u gh the American Co al co m­ 
pany and the Do wu is Lu mber co mpany 
had a small part o f it. 
Sixty peo ple were driven fro m small 
tenements, and by o rder o f Mayo r Fitz­ 
gerald the pu blic baths o n Do ver street 
were thro wn o pen fo r their shelter. 
Qver 1,000 firemen were kept bu sy fo r 
ho u rs. 
"While the general-alarm fire in the 
so u th end was at its height the five- 
sto ry brick bu ilding at 55-59 High 
street bu rned and the damage is esti­ 
mated at mo re than $75,000.
